JOURNAL OF THE MISSIONARIES.

Assemblage from distant parts of the World. 


This evening we have had the happiness to be 
favoured with the company of capt. Starbuck of 
London, originally from Nantucket; capt. Piget 
of New. York, originaily from, Bngland ; capt. 
Best of London, formerly from -kveland ; Dr. 
Williams of London, surgeon ef the. L’Adgie; 
Mr. Clark of Kamschaika, formerly from New- 
England, @ temporary resident here; and Mr. 
Green, an American trader from Buston; who 
politely called, and took tea with us, and spent 
the evening at the residence of Mr. Bingham.— 
It was pleasant to have it incur power, so soon af- 
ter landing, to set an American table, in humbie 
but decent- order; ‘fer cur iriends ; and ‘quietly 
to sit down én hyathen.sbores, in such a circle 
of ladies-and gentlemen, from diffzrent countries, 
in diferent pursuits, but rejoicing together in the 
late auspicious events and opening prospects so 
interesting to. this nation and to the Church. 
These gentlemen all appear friendly to oar ob- 
ject, as well as to us personally, and willing to 
umte their influence in removing the suspicions 
of the people, that Great Britain would oppose or 
dislike uur settling here as missionaries, Among 
other favours Mr. Green has presented us witha 
tea set of china. Our visiters proffer us any as- 
sistance in their power to render, and we a 
their influence and aid will be salutary. The 
British captains gave us an invitation to dine 

ith them to-morrow. ' 
eo To day Mr. Bingbam and Mr. Loomis, with 
their wives, in company with the governor and 
several others, dined on none the Princess Ma- 
ry, lying at anchor alittle more than a mile from 
the landing. ‘They were conducted pleasantly in 
asail boat by capt. Best, who expressed many 
kind wishes fur our happiness. He was mate io a 
vessel, which carried some of the missionaries to 
the Society Islands. He remarked at dinner, that 
there was now a vessel constantly trading be- 
tween those islands and Port Jackson. Being 
asked vy one of us, whether that vessel belonged 
to the missionaries at the islands, or to the colony 
at Port Jackson, he replied, it belonged to the co- 
lony. ‘This seemed like a providential refutation 
of some late reports circulated here, that “ the 
ynissionaries in those islands had monopolized 
the trade.” After dinner, the company were re- 
ceived, and treated with kind attention, on board 
the L’Aigle, one of the finest ships that could

A circuiar was issued this merning, which in- 
vited the co-operation of the friends of humanity 
andMruth;*and requested the European and A- 
merican residents, both temporary and permanent, 
masters and officers of vessels of different flags, 
together with the chiefs of the island, to assemble 
at the house of Mr. Bingham, ‘and hear a state- 
ment of our views, and of the views of the govern- 
‘ment, with respect to our enterprise. The meet- 
ing would then take measures to secure immedi-| 
ate and efficientaid to our object, as our friends, 
might be inclined to render, and, if it should be | 
thought advisable, would appoint a committee to 
superiotend whatever might be undertaken. -At 
five o’clock, P. M. a general meeting was assem- 
bled, and organized by choosing capt. Adams 
moderator, and brother Loomis scribe. 

The business of the meeting having been pro- 
posed, and explained bv an interpreter, to the 
governar, he replied, that, in regard to the houses, 
he intended to superintend the building of them 
himself; as be had ofders from Reho-reho, to 
build them. It was then stated, on our part, that, 
although the government were friendly to our ob- 
ject, and disposed to patronize it; yet, as we 
knew, that, at present, they were embarrassed 
with other claims; as we wished neither to be- 
come burdensome to them, or detrimental to the 
claims of foreign traders, whom they owed ; and 
as several gentlemen stood ready to lend a friend- 
ly hand, in the erection of buildings for the pro- 
motion of our object ;—we desired to give all the 
opportunity to afford whatever assistance their 
kindness should dictate, and their ability allow.— 
The governor again said, No. He chose to build 
the houses himself, according to the orders from 
the king. Capt. Pigot then inquired, whether tie 
governor intenled soon to bujld comfortable 
houses for. the mission Jentirely free of our ex-

Agitation of Hanaroorah. 

_ 11. To day the village of Hanaroorah has been 
in an uproar; but we have been unmolested.— 
There bas been considerable commotion in the 
streets; but our habitations have enjoyed peace. 
We are happy in the assurance that neither we, 
nor the efforts which were made yesterday to 
promote our benevolent object, were the cause 
of this commotion ; though the lion might take 
occasion to roar, at this time, to prevent the guod 
intended. The prevalence of multiplied jealousies 
gives currency to invidPous ceclaration and re- 
ports; and the collision of opposite interests is 
often followed by agitation and violence. 

Correspondence with the South-Sea Missions. 

12. Sent letters, books, and clothes washed 
here, to ous friends at Owhyhee by capt. Gyze- 
laar, of the American brig Clarion. This gentle- 
nan has often called on us, and treated us polite- 
ly. He offers to carry letters, books, or biggage, 
gratis, for missionaries wherever they may wish 
to send by him. He will probably soon go to Ota- 
heite and return. By him we also wrote to 
our missionary brethern at the Society Islands, 
and sent copies of our ‘Instructions,’ of Reports, 
Missionary Sermons, &c. [The journal here 
enumerates many pamphlets.] ‘Thus we have the 
happiness early to make them acquainted with 
the Christian operations in our own country; 
our arrival and prospects, and the late interest- 
ing events in these islands, We gladly avail 
ourselves of the privilege of requesting them to 
correspond, to favour us with copies of their im- 
portant papers and pamphlets, elementary buoks, 
and their transactions’ together with such infor- 
mation and friendly counsel as we need, and hope 
to receive from their superior wisdom and expe- 
rience. With fond anticipation we cherish the 
desire, that this may be the commencement of a 
long and happy correspondence between the two 
establishments. 

Visit to a dying Countryman.

But it is a fact 
worthy of notice, that there has beeo more rain 
than common, during the months, which consti- 
tute the dry season. : 

£0. A priest and his wife were this afteracon 
led by our door in irons, attended by an armed 
guard and a nuisy crowd, to the house of the go- 
vernor, to be tried oo the charge of Aaving preyed 
a woman todeath.

intended nu harm, were sborily sent away and 
confined. 

‘Fhis singular, but long established supersti- 
tious custom of praying tu death malefactors, or 
persons charged with crimes or unknown thieves, 
when property is lost, is now contrary to law; 
and, we understand the penalty isdeath. The 
belief that the priests had power to pray any per- 
son to death, has been deeply rooted and dniver- 
sal among this people, and canuot be easily eradi 
cated. But we-hope the time is near, in which 
this magic mode vf execution will be no longer 
dreaded: por prayer be regarded as a bloody en- 
gine of government, of malice, or of priestcraft, 
for the destruction of those who fail under the 
condemnation of justice or caprice. Tnat many 
have died through the influence of a belief ia the 
infallible efficacy of the prayers of a heathen 
priest, We canout doubt. ‘The undetected thief, 
earning that a pricst had begug to pray him to 
death, and hearing the people speaking with so 


the lust property ; or, if that is oot in his power, 
in the fullespectation of death, refuses ta eat, 
pines away end dies. Kven the great ‘Tamahama- 
ha feared to have a priest get pessession cf his 
“ spig bux,” lest the priest should take advantage 
of the spittle to. give efiicacy to his prayers. At 
least, he professed such fear and acted according- 
ly. ‘Fhe fact thatthey bave now a law against 
praying people to death, proves the strength of

Allen a beautiful clothes-line, made of marsh mai- 
lows, which grow here in abundance ; two bottles 
of goa’s miik, our daily supply frem him ; five 
large squashes from vines nearly two years old;

Our countryman, Capt. Gordon, in his journey 
from Ochotsk through Siberia to Astrachan, and 
thence through Persia to Lodia, has made the most 
diligent investigation in his power into the state 
ot the people, and has c.ummunicated the most 
encouraging prospects of disseininating Divine 
Truth in the Persian empire. He writes from Te- 
briz, May 12, 1820, to the Scots Missionaries at 
Astrachan, urging them to “come up and possess 
the land.” It is, says he,‘ all before you.” Mr. 
Martin’s labours were not in vain. He is spoken 
of with much respect. Some of the people at 
Shiraz say, that had he continued there much 
longer, he would have converted half the town.} 
The Moliab, who used to dispute constantly with 
phion no®, says, “He ought not to be spoken of 
among mortals.”

We no 
care where d@m bring. we, ‘so we hear. the 
word of God ¥” On being told they would find a 
chapel and Missionaries there, in a moment their 
sorrow was turned into joy, and they blessed the 
bearer of such happy trdings a thousand times, 
and, hailing those in the éther ship, they cried, 
ont, “ Keep good heart, dere be chapel here.”—Jb.

some of which from 100 to 250 souls are regotciag 
in hope; and the work going on still ; indeed in- 
many places it has but just begun. 

At Forestburgh, Pa. there has recently been 
revival. Pastoral visitation appears to have been 
blessed of God to the awakening of the inhabi- 
tants of this place, most of whom were careless, 
and many profligate. ‘There is scarcely a family 
there but have been subjects of this revival, ard 
in some families every individual, The work 
is progressing, and meetings are heid every evén- 
ing far prayer, preaching or conference, 

Westown has also been visited with a glori- 
ous shower of divine grace. The Rev. Mr. Geiec 
lately admitted in one day 100 personas to church. 
privileges, and altogether, since last November, 
about 200. 

A letter from New-Haven, Conn. dated April. 
25, states that the Holy Spirit has not ceased tu 
operate in any of the towns in that state, which, 
have recently been favoured with seasons of re~ 
fyeshing, In most of them the work goes on witi. 
animation and success ; encouraging the hearts 
of Christians, and stimuiatlng them to inoreased 
exertions for the prosperity of Zions Revivals 
have, withia two months past, commenced in the 
parishes of Middlebury, Southbury, Woodbury» 
Washington, Brookfield, Roxbury, Columbii”

to religion appears in any town or parish, it seems 
as if the solemnity was communicated to the whole 
atmosphere. The great object of salvation ab- 
sorbs all others ; and the conversation and in- 
quiries of those who before were light minded, 
appear evidently to assume a serious cast. ,The 
amusements and diversions of the youth, of both 
sexes, are relinquished, as it were, by. common 
consent ; and they seem now to to be much more:

ings, than before they were to go to th¢ ball-room,

GREAT OSAGE MISSION. 

When the Mission Family to the Great Osages 
were about to leave the city of New York fur 
their destination, at one of the public meetings 
the Rev. Isaac Lewis of Greewich, Conn. 
delivered an animated address, of which the 
following is anestract. The pressure of other 
matter has, until now, precluded its insertion. 


MY hearers, while we commend these dear 
Missionaries to God and to the word of his 
grace, there is something more for us to do. Itis 
not enough for us to say to them, “Depart in 
peace, be ye warmed and filled.” We must give 
them the “ things that are needful for the body.” 
We must furnish them with clothing, not only for 
themselves, but also for the naked children of the 
forest, who are to be admitted into their family. 
We must give them bread to eat. We must con- 
duct them to the place of their destination—the 
scene of their future labours ; and support them, 
when there. We must open our purses, pour in- 
to the treasury of the Lord the silver and the 
gold which are his, and for which he now calls. 
Are these sacrifices too great ? 

‘Think of the sacrifices wnich these beloved mis 
sionaries have made. They have given not only 
their gold and silver, but also themselves, their 
souls and their bodies to the Lord to be employed 
in this great and glorious enterprise. And shall 
we deem it too great a sacrifice, to give for their 
tupport, a part of the eartbly treasures which the 
beneficent hand of a holy providence hath kindly 
bestowed upon us? 

‘Lowk of the sécrifices which their parents and 
other friends have made. Who that 1s, at all ac- 
quaroted with the tender sensibilities of psrental 
fondness ¥ who that has ever been afflicted by the 
removal cf affectionate and beloved children, with 
no prospect of meeting them again oa this side of 
the grave ?—but must acknowledge that the sacri 
fices uf those parents and friends are of no ordina- 
ry kind? Do you know, my brethres, what are 
tne feelings apd sentiments of pious pareats when 
called to give up their children to the missionary 
ctuse ? L willtell you: and I willtell you in the 
language of the fond parents of that beloved phy- 
sician., Wath heart-felt, but trembling and agita 
ted acquiescence in the divine will they said te 
me, “God calls, and we cannot, we dare not 
withhold curson.” IL wilt tell you again: and I 
will you in the words of a venerable father, who, 
if Lb do not mistake, resides in the county of 
Saratogs, in this State. Me gave up three amia- 
bie and pious children, two sons, and a daughter, 

to be employed in the missionary field among the 
western Indians. When the younger son was 
about to leave him, he was asked, What were 
his feelings on the cccasion? ‘To which he no- 
bly sented I would hereby, and I do hereby, 
give most cordial and hearty approbation to hts 
joining in the missionary cause. My childreo 
‘are near anddearto me. But 1 trust I feel as 
though I received them from God, and have given 
them back to him in the holy ordinance of baptism ; 
and lam willing to devote them to him for the 
salvation of the poor beathen, if they can be uf 
any service. fiad I a hundred sons and daugh- 
ters, Lshould not think the saciifice too great to 
devote them for the salvation of une poor heathen. 


A better life than the life of man has been laid} 


down for them. Shall 1 withholda son ora daugh- 
ter, if God calls them, and they can be of any ser- 
vice? God forbid. Take them therefore, dear 
Saviour; take them, my Lord and my God. O 
take them ye servants of the Most High God, ye 
agents of God, in behalf the suffering benighted 
Pagans; send them wherescever your wisdom 
aud prudence may dictate.” 

These sentiments I do greatly admire and ve- 
nerate. ‘They possess an eaceedingly elevated 
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character. They are purely Christian, They 
are evidently the effusions of a heart fraught 
with supreme and ardent loye to God ; and with 
pure ant! disinterested benevolence tomen. These 
are the sentiments which ought to govern all men 
on all occasions. ‘These are the sentiments by 
which we ought to be actuated, this evening while 
contributing to the missionary fund. If pious pa- 
rents dare not withhold their dear childcen when 
God calls them into the missianary field, shall we 
dare to withhold pecuniary assistance, when it is 
necessary for their support, and when God so 
manifestly calls for it ? 

To devote a hundred sons and daughters to the 
missionary cause, would not be too great a sacri- 
fice for the salvation of one poor heathen, said 
the venerable Christian, the pious Mr. Wiiliams; 
and he said correctly. How immensely valuable 
is the immortal soulof man! Any one of the 
poor heathen, if saved, is capable of enjoying, and 
will enjoy, a thousand times more happiness than 
all men on earth, and ail men and all angels in 
heaven have ever enjoyed; and still his happiness 
will only be begun. But if left to perish torever, 
he is capable of enduring, and will endure, a thou- 
sand times more misery than all men on earth, 
and ali men and devils in hell have ever endured ; 
and still his misery will only be begun. O how 
infinitely valuable 1s the immortal soul of man ! 
And yet there are on the earth at this moment, ic 
is believed, six hundred miilions of sucha souis, 
shrouded in allthe darkness of pagan supersti- 
tion. The arch deceiver who enslaved them still 
hoids them in his deadiy grasp. O how unuttera 
bly important is the missionary cause! ‘eel its 
infinite importance, dear brethren. Let your 
most fervent supplications daily ascead to God 
for the success uf missionary estabusnments acd 
for the conversion of the pagan word. ‘Lo this 
great and glorious work cheertuliy devote you 
silverand gold. Pour your earthiy riches inte the 
Lord’s treasury. Give “ good measure, pressed 
down, and running over.” And, thus giving, ex- 
claim, with holy sincerity of heart, “ Take them, 
dear Saviour. Take them,my Lord and my God. 
U take them, ye servants of the most high God, 
ye agents for God, in behalf of the sulfecing be- 
uighted pagans.” 





GREENLAND MISSION. 

There are three missionary stations, on the 
west cust of Greenland, established by the Mo- 
ravian Church: 1. New Herrnhuth,in 1753; 2.Lich- 
tenfels, 1758; 5. Lichtenau, 1774. A letter to the 
Rev. B.. Mortimer, of New-York, from J. G. Gorc- 
ke,a most faithful missionary in this severe cli- 
mate, has lately been published in the Christian 
Herald. Itacknowledges the receipt of a very 
liberal present from the citizens of Ns York, to be 
applied to the support of the Greenland mission 
generally and other sums to go the relief of poor 
widows and orphans. We regret that we have 
not room for the whole of this interesting letter, 
Although these simple people are insulated 
from the rest of the Chistian world, and kave their 
lot cast near the frozen regions of the poles, still 
their God and Saviour is the same as ours. How 
rejoicing to hear from the pen of a Missionary that 
in the “ whole adjacent country around” two of 
the Missionary stations, “there are no more hea- 
then, but allthe inhabitants belong to the mission 
and are baptized.” Had every religious denv- 
mination been as actively engaged in the Mission- 
ary cause fer the last century, as have been.the 





“United Brethren,” how glorious at this time 
| would have been the result? Surely the Gos- 





pel would be preached to “ every creature,” ang 
all would * know the Lord from the least to. the 
greatest.” This appears to be the case at the 
two missionary stations in Greenland, and may 
we not hope, since the Christian world is awak. 
ing from its iong sleep and is putting on the 
strength of exertion, that before another hundred 
years shall have passed away, the knowledge 
of the Lord shall cover the earth as the waters 
cover the sea ? 


The following extract from Mr. Gorcke’s let. 
ter* will be read with deep interest. , 


OUR three congregations at New-Herrnhuth 

Lichtenfels, Lichtenteis, and Lichtenau, consist 
at present ot 1200 souls. “Phe last named conzre. 
gation is tie largest, and Lichtensfeis the sarall- 
est, as tu number, At Lichieaau there is every 
year an inccease from among the heathen, which 
is not the case at the otner settlements; as in the 
whole adjaceut country around them there are no 
more heathen, but ail the inhavitants beious to 
the Danish mission, and are baptized. We had 
however, the Joy here iast winter, after an inter- 
val of i7 yeurs, to Baptize an aduit person from 
among the heatien, wou had remained with us the 
preceeding summer, separating herself for that 
purpose trum a company of travelling heathen. 
Sane isa young widow, Who appears: to have siren 
hee waste heart tu our saviour; aad through: her 
walk, waichis conformable to the gospel, site has 
luthertu Oven a joy to us. 
Dhese turee Coagresations, gathered from a- 
moug the heachen, eujoy exteraal rest aad peace, 
and areedified. Lhe word of Gud dweiis rici- 
‘y among us 5 aad the inain teaor of ail uc preach- 
Us cetbatas unditeradly— 

“ Viat whoe’er dDelieveth ia Christ redemption, 
May tnd tree grace, aud a complete exemption 
; . 7 From serving sin.” 
Pius doctrine of Jesus Christ, and him crucitied, 
approved itseif nerecontinuaily to be the power 
ut God, to the hearts uf ail who hear, receive and 
aud are ovedient to tt, O what stnple and solid 
declarations du we hear frum tie muuihs of our 
dear Greealand brethren and sisters, wnen they 
wake Knowa to us there own heurt’s experience, 
as to what (ne Liood of Jesus has done, and still 
daily dues tux them, as sinners saved by grace ! 
And how thankiul are they to their mercitul Sa- 
vieur, that he lias through the gospei, delivered 
them trom heathenism, and calied them inte the 
glorious iiberty of the the children of God, and to 
fellowship with himseif, ‘Phe lattie children also, 
as soon as they begin to speak, hear and converse 
of nothiag with so much eagerness and delight, as 
of their Saviour, whom they desire to luve above 
allthings. i think sometimes, what would the so- 
calied enlightened, great phiiusupaers of the pie- 
sent day, who are enemies of Christ and his cruss 
say, if they were to hear a converted, poor simple 
Greenlander speak, and givea reasun of the hope 
inat is in him; how witn meekness and fear, Dut 
at the same time With the most perfect assurance, 
and a wacin heart, he would bear witness of the 
grace he nad experienced, 1 that through the 
viood and death of Jesus, he had received tue ior- 
giveness of his sins, and the Diessed nupe ot ever- 
vastiog life? Surely sucka testimony ought to 
cause thein to doubt, at least, concerning the cor- 
recthess of their owa principles. Other preach- 
ing than that which they have aiready heard, and 
if at Was ever so pleasing to the ear, bution wick 
Jesus aod his atopement for the sins of the worid 
were omitted, our Greenland converis would aot 
receive; for they have feltthe power of the doc- 
trine uf the bioud and deain of our Redeemer upon 
iiieir OWw hearts, and are luliy convinced that be- 





side Jesus there is DO Saviour. And as we fre- 
quently commugicate to them accounts concerp- 
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ing the progress of the work. of Gnd in other 
countries, both among Christians and heathen ; 
they are led thereby to take a joyful share in the 
spreading abroad of the word of God, in the pre- 
sent times, through Bible Societies, and the more 
extensive preaching of it by means of mission in- 
stitutions, especially among many heathen na- 
tions; and they pray diligently with us, that this 
great work may proceed uninterruptedly, and 
with ever increasing blessing. We solemnly de- 
vote one whole day in each month for these spe- 
cial purposes, We then communicate to them 
pretty fully, the latest accounts which we have 
received concerning heathen missions, ang the 
progress of the work of God generally, which have 
been translated by us into their language ; or we 
relate to them the substance only of the more vo- 
luminous printed reports. This always pleases, 
encourages, any stirs them up anew, and is ac- 
companied with much Diessing. 

To conclude, accept from me, and all my dear 
fellow-labourers in the work of the Lord in this 
coubtry, the warmest brotherly salutation ; and 
be pleased to present the same to our dear bre- 
thren, and sisters, and friends in New-York and 
elsewhere, who take through you so faithful a 
share in the weal and wo of the Greenland mis- 
sion. We return you all again our most cordial 
thanks, for the proofs which you have afforded of 
your brotherly love and sympathy towards our 
dear Greenland congregations to the time vf their 
affliction and distress ; and we request you to con- 
tinue in love, to remember them, and us also, 
your unwarthy fellow labourers in the vineyard 
of our Lord, in your daily prayers before the 
Throne ot Grace.

They observe that their “ most favourable oppor. 


’ tunities for communicating religious instruction 


‘are connected with the schools. It is net an-

around the doors to hear the boys read, and re- 
peat their lessons, catechisms, bymns, &c.”—~ 
They have much opportunity for the wise distrt- 
bution of books end appear to have exercised a 
judicious discrimination in regard tothe persons to 
whom they cummoanicated them. They bave a 
printiog establishment atthis station, & express 
the hope eveaiually to accomplish the priating, as 
well as transjation of the whole volume cf Sa- 
ered Scriptore. ‘They have spent considerable 
time in various itinerating tours for preaching, 
both on the island of Salsette, and on the con. 
tinent. Io Bombay, their meetings have held in 
the school rooms, aod the oumber present has 
varied from 30 to 200—Hindoos, Massulmen, 
and Jews. Kader Var, the native whom they 
have received as asinc2re convert, has taken a 
nember of tours on the continent for the purpose 
of distributing books. ‘Therr letter contaias the 
i formation of the arrival ofthe Rev. Mr. Ken- 
oey, a missionary from the Church Missionary 
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Sociely, “the first sent by them to that part of; 
India.”

Surely they 
will not suffér the flourishing missions established 
in the west, tobe abandoned when it is in their 
}power to furnish that assistance which will enable 
them to go on and prosper.

Qae part of our community, however, and that 
the pride of the nation, cann ot be noticed without 
censure. They aopear to be hesitating between 
duty and expediency, between the truth and the 
lime for the accomplishment of the promises. 
‘They have folded their arms as neuterals in this 
warfare, and have ignobly excused themsewes 
froma participation in its hardships, J mean 
our young men. They posses the common feel- 
ings of our nature, weep at scenes of distress ; 
but appear to be defitient in the characteristics of 
an enterprising spirit.

Fn every considerable village of New. Engiaad 
itis presamed, an association of five youzg men 
may be formed, who would cheerfully devote a 
portion of their leisare to the cultivation of a Mis- 
sionary field, comprising an acre of gro’nd,— 
and io each parish that two associations might be 
constituted.: The presumption is still stconger, 
that two such pieces of land would be «most 
promptly furnished by some two benevolent far- 
mers, Other individuals would supply the c6- 
tablishment with teams and implements of hus- 
bandry, and also provide such seed as might be 
most easily cultivated, and to the greatest profit. 
The oversight of the field may be entrusted to aa 
expericaced persoc, who shall be invested with 
power to call upon his associates for the necessary 
labour ; obtain the utensils ; and; in the Autuma, 
make disbursement tothe edacation Society, or 
Board of Foreign Missions, as many have been 
agreed ; and make report ofthe proceeings of the 
Association. 


Permit me to anticipate the report, ‘The field, 
he will be happy to state, has yelded 30 bushels 
of corn, which was sold for 50 cents per bushel, 
and the amount ($15) has been tranmitted to the 
‘Treasury ofthe Lord. Or, tne product of the 
field was 150 bushels of potatoes, which at 20 
cents per bushel, has enabled us to forward $30. 
United we are strong, individually weak.” 
ae acre will ordiaarily yield more than is here 
supposed. On an average calculation, ihea, we 
might allow $25 to the field, or £50 to the two 
fields ; but, to avoid the charge of exaggeration, 
let us say $30 for the two fields ia eact parish.

8 sum is insdred eagh year greater by one third 
than has been réceived, in 5 years from 200 
euxiliaries, by the American Bible Society. 
All this may be accomplished without the loss of 
more than one week in a year to any person!

LATE FROM EUROPE. 

The brig Edward, Smith, arrived at Norfolk, 
fro Leith, has brought Edinburgh papers to 
the Sih April and London dates to the 6th, two 
dayslater than per the Hector and Amity at 
New-York. The Gazette of last evening con- 
taius the following briefabstract of their respec 


‘tive contents: 


The Paris papers of the 3d April, contsin the 
seque! of the accounts relative to the submission 
of the Capital, and some of the priocipal fortresses 
of tbe kingdom of Naples, to the Austrians. 
without a demonstration of resistance. On the 
234 March, acolumn ofthe Austrian army en. 
tered the capital, and defiled before the king’s 
palace, in presence of the Regent, the Duke of 
Calabria, and his brother, the Prince of Salerno. 
On the same day,the Prince Regent published, 
in the form ofa Proclamaiion, a letter from the 
king, dated at Florence on the 19ib. In this let- 
ter his majesty attributes the evils that have befal 
len the people, to the blind obstinacy of the re 
volutionists. A royal ordinance was promulga 
ted in the king’s name, op the 24ib, appointing e 
provisional government, ‘Ibe Prince, Duke o! 
Calabria, who bas hitherto exercised the function, 
of royalty, is not named among the persons who 
are to adminster it, co that it is to be presumed his 
authority and influence have fallen with the revo. 
lution. 

Telegraphic advices were also received at 
Paris on the 30th April, stating, thaton the eve. 
ning of the 24th ult. the Lazzaroni assembled 
tumultaously in the streets, and would have exe 
cuted summary vengeance upon 2!1 the Carbona 
ri who could be fouad, bad fot their designs beet:

‘The failure of the Neapolitans to establish their 
freedom, will be seriously lamented by all men 
of liberal sentiments, particularly at a moment, 
when as a confirmation of the beautiful theory ef 
liberty, we present them with the inaugural speech 
of the president of a great nation, which shows 
how beneficial to the human race those theories 
may be rendered practical. The holy alliance 
may triumph over Naples, but America remains 
agreat and inextinguishable beacon, to direct 
our hopes and our endeavours to the safe harbor 
of constitutional government. While America 
remains free (and what power on earth can en- 
slave her?) Kurope cannot be wholly enslaved. 
Nor do we think that the triends ot freedom have 
cause to despair, even of Naples. In this suc- 
cessful aggression, Austria has added to the cata- 
logue and thereby afforded further cause for the 
hatred and the vengeance of those whom she dares 
to oppress. It is not by soldiers that the ideas 
and sentiments of men can be extirpated ; and 
she has been taught by the events of the last year, 
that even soldiers have their periods of reflectien ; 
that even those well practised machines of war 
may sometimes assert their share of humanity, 
and may turn their weapons to other purposes 
than that of defending the thrones of despots, or 
that of executing the sanguinary behests of 
greedy and ambitious tyrants. Spain and Portugal 
still remain in the enjoymentol their newly ac- 
quired liberties; and it is impossible that France 
avd England can long ‘continue to behold with 
ind fference the westward progeess of that orienta! 
despotism which, while it precends to preach the 
safety of thrones, is manifestly aiming at the 
destruction of all the commerce, all the pawer, 
and all the independence of the western nation.— 
he despotic spirit must be driven beyond the 
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Wolga, or Europe will be to Russia what Bp 
and Persia were, in ancient days, to Austria,

TURKEY. 
Constantinople, Feb. 10, 

A long time since, the Pacha ot Egypt tound 
Mhimself wrestlitg with the hordes of Nubia, and 
the mamelukes, who devastated the country for 
the plunder. He lately gave te his son, Isinael 
Pacha, the command of an armed corps of five 
thousand inen, who tovk up his march, and en- 
countered the enemy at five day’s march trom 
Dongolah. The enemy opposed him with an arm- 
ed corps of about fuur thousand men, infantry aud 
cavalry. A bloodiy combat ensued, many men 
being killed, wounded and taken prisoners; and, 
although victorivus, the Pacha was constrained 
toremain in the interice of Nubia. The Pacha: 
conducted the principal prisoners to his cemp, 
and made an address to them, in which he endea- 
voured to make them know his power aad that of 
his father ; be made to them rich presents, and 
and sent them to their owo homes, recommen :- 
ing them to tell to their chiefs, that if they wouid 
be tranquil and submit themselves he weuld not 
destroy them. ‘The army of Ismael Pacha was 
enfeebled by the combat ; although it was true he 
had been victorious, the result was not certain, 
Mahomed Aii Pacha was ebliged to send a rein- 
forcement tohis son in order to retire with some 
advantage from his victory. The Beys of the Ma. 
melukes would not submit themselves 5 having 
quitted the country of Sennixar, situated between 
the Nile, the Gulph of Arabia, and Abyssinia, in 
order to take their flight to Morrucco, by the 
great desert of Africa, if necessary. 

The officers of the Porte, have circuleted a 
report which was communicated to the foreign 
ambassadors, thatthe army ofthe grand seignor 
bad gained a wonderful victory, upon the troops 
of Ali. Pacha. and thatthe Vartars bad carried 
mary sacks fall of beagsto Constanticople. These 
reports have been considered false for several 
days; asd we learo that on the contrary, tbe 
troops of Ali. Pachahad made a sortie upon the 
camp of Pacha Bey, and came near taking bi™. 
The troops of Ali Pacha, having driven the Turks 
from the field pushed on to Prevesa, where theY 
were joined by GO00 Albianians, eager to entist 
under the banners of their old master, The first 
report was undoubtedly untrue, as the soi disant 
‘rophies of the ‘Tarters, have not bees placed a3 
usual up at the Saraglio. 
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
